THOUSANDS WAIT HOURS

Band Plays Popular Airs

With thousands jamming the waiting 


room and the piaza at the Terminal 
atation, and great throngs lining the 
sidewalks, Atlanta gave a royal wel- 
come last night to the boys of the Fifth 
regiment, who stopped over in their 
home city for over three hours while 
on their way from Canip Harris to the 
Mexican border. 

The third eection of the train bring- 
ing the troops to Atlanta did not reach 
the city until 6:14 o’clock and for this 
reason the parade did not start until 
6:30 o’clock at night, instead of at 2 
o’clock in the afternoon as was at first, 
scheduled. But Atlanta had been will- 
ing to wait and a continuous ovation 
was given the soldiers ua they passed in 
parade through the heart of Atlanta, 
and in review before Governor Harris. 


IMMENSE 
CROWDS. 


Atlanta might have been welcoming 
home a battle-scarred banc of heroes 
from the field of valor, so immense 
were the crowds that turned out, and 
20 spirited the acclaim. The Fifth, its 
manner as sdldierly as a unit from the 
United States: regulars, and its band 
playing lively airs, swung through the 
cheering throngs, as impressive an ar- 
ray of citizen-soldiery as Uncle Sam 
could wish. 

From 2 o’clock Monday afternoon, 
when the soldiers were first schedule} 
to arrive, until the long column de- 
tached itself from the plaza and woun#s 
through the city at 6:30 p m., the 
Terminal plaza and line of raarch were 
crowded with anxious citizens. The 
loved ones, fathers, mothers, sisters, 
sweethearts, had gathered for the most 
part en the plaza. Some brought their 
lu es. It was a patient throng. Fully 
10,500 people waited here. 

Night had fallen, and the électric 
signs over the roofs of the city, with 
the lighted windows-in the downtown. 
s4kyscrapers, winked luminous welcomes 
to the boys in khaki as they filed 
through the portals of the Terminal.anj 
formed upon the plaza, where they were 
surrounded in an instant sea of eager, 
cheering humanity which pressed 
around them, ®

left Macon at 2:03 p. m. and arrived At- 
lanta at 6:31; the third section left 
Macon at 2:41 p. m. and arrived Atlan- 
ta at 6:14 p. m. 

Friends and relatives of membenps of 
the First and Second battalions made 
use of the interval between the ar- 
riv.l of the different sections to greet 
them with smiles, kisses, tears, hand- 
shakes, as they stood in formation 
awaiting the Third battalion. 


POPULAR AIRS

The regimental 
formation on West 
at the corner of Madison avenue, 
played popular airs. With due regard 
to the soldiers, fatigued from the ex- 
ertions of entraining and travel, its 
repertoire included everything but 
“Missouri Waltz,” the strain with which 
it parades the company streets of camp 
each morning at 5 a. m. reveille to dis- 
pel the slumber from the eyes of the 
tented village.

POLICE CHIEF INDICTED 
AS FRIEND OF GAMBLERS 


Head of Chicago Force Ac- 
cused of Plotting to Nul- 
lify the Laws. 


Chicago, October 23.—Charles C. Hea- 
ley, chief of police, was indicted on 
two charges in returns made in the 
criminal court here today. The first 
indictment accuses him of malfeasance 
and the second names the chief, Wil- 
liam Iathardt, his secretary, and 
Charles T. Essig, secretary of the Sport 
Men’s club, as conspirators in a plot 
to nullify the anti-gambling laws. 

Chief Healey’s bond was fixed at $20,- 
000. The bonds of Luthardt and Essig 
were fixed at $10,000 each. 

Mayor Thompson, when informed that 
the indictments had been returned, 
said: 

“I will make a statement later. But 
the people of Chigago should under- 
stand that only one side has heen 
heard.” _ ‘ 

Capiases for the arrest of the three 
men were issued, but Mr. Hoyne or- 
dered that they be withheld until to- 
morrow, when the indicted men will 
be allowed to surrender and give bond. 
After the return of the indictments the 
state asked for the dismissal of the 
hearing on an application for warrants 
for Healey and others before Judge 
Olson. Judge Olson will give his deci- 
sion tomorrow. 

In the first count Chief Healey was 
accused of wilful and corrupt omission 
of his duties as chief of police in per- 
mitting the operation of gambling 
rooms, allowing the sale of liquor with- 
out licenses, failing to interfere with 
prostitution, and in making false state- 
ments to Mayor Thompson in order to 
restore saloon licenses which had been 
revoked. The second count was simi- 
lar to the first and charged Healey, 
Luthardt and Essig with conspiracy to 
violate the laws.

NO TIME FOR ALLIES | 


T0 BE DISCUSSING 
TERMS OF PEAGE 


Sir Edward Grey Says in 
Formulating Peace Terms 
Real Cause of War Must 
Not Be Forgotten. 


NEUTRALS ARE URGED 
TO FORM PEACE LEAGUE 


British Foreign Minister 
Says If There Had Been 
Such a League in 1914 the 
Present War Would Have 
Been Prevented. 


London, October 23.—An. important 
contribution to the discussions on 
peace was made by Viscount Grey at a 
lunch today by the Foreign Press As- 
sociation, when the foreign secretary, 
after making it plain that the allies 
were not prepared to discuss peace 
fterms, said he welcomed any efforts by 
neutral countries for a combination to 
prevent future wars. Diplomatic rep- 
resentatives of all the allied countries 
were present. 

Some of the most important pas- 
sages of the secretary’s speech follow: 
* “I would like to talk, not, indeed, 
about actual conditions of peace, which 
can only be stated and formulated by 
the allies together and not by any one 
of them ‘separately, but about the gen- 
eral objects which the allies must se- 
Pcure in this war. And to do that I 
would ask you to recall that we must 
never forget how the war came about. 
If we are to approach peace in a prop- 
er spirit it can only be by. recollect- 
ing and recalling, and never for a mo- 
ment forgetting, what was the _ real 
cause of the war. 

“Some people say: “Oh, we need not 
go back over thag old ground now; ev- 
erybody knows it.’ 

“You cannot go back to it too often; 
it affects the conditions of peace. Ger- 
many talks of peace; her statesmen 
talk of peace today. They say: ‘Ger- 
many must. have guarantees against 
being attacked again.’ 

War Not Ferced on Germany. 

“If this war had been forced upon 
Germany that would be @ logical state- 
ment. It is precisely because it was 
not forced upon Germany,” but was 
forced by Germany upon Eurepe that it 
ig the allies who must have guardntees 
for futuré peace, | 

“In July, 1914, no one thought of at- 
tacking Germany. It is suid that Rus- 
sia was the first to mobilize. That, I 
understand, is what is represented in 
Germany as justification for the state- 
ment that the war was not an aggres- 
sive war on Germany’s part, but was 
forced upon her. 

“Russia never made the mobilization 
of which Germany has complained un- 
til after Germany refused a conference, 
and never made it until after the report 
appeared in Germany that Germany had 
ordered mobilization, and that report 
had been telegraphed to Petrograd. 

“The whole plan of campaign of the 
German staff was to attack through 
Belgium, and now it is represented 
that they had to attack through Bet- 
gium because other people had planned 
to attack through Belgium. I would 
like nothing better than to see those 
Statements that Russia’s mobilization 
was an aggressive one, and that other 
powers, any other power, had traf- 
ficked in the neutrality of Belgium or 
planned an attack through Belgium—I 
would like to see those statements in- 
vestigated before any independent, im- 
partial tribunal. 

“German organization is very. suc- 
cessful in some things, but in nothing 
more successful than in preventing the 
truth frpm reaching their people and 
in presenting to them a point of view 
which is not that of truth. 

Germany Refused Conference. 

“When England proposed a confer- 
ence, Russia, France and Italy accept- 
ed the conference. And one power re- 
fused it. When four powers offered 
a conference and one power refused it, 
is it the powers which offer the con- 
ference who are forcing war, or the 
power that refused it? 

“The emperor of Russia offered The 
Hague tribunal. When one sovereign 
offers The Hague tribunal and another 
refuses it, is it the sovereign who of- 
fers reference to The Hague who is 
forcing war? 

“On the very eve of war, France 
gave her pledges to respect the neu- 
trality of Belgium, if Germany would 
not violate it. And we asked for such 
pledges. Was it the power which asked 
for a pledge and the power which gave 
a pledge, which were responsible for 
the violation of the neutrality of Bel- 
gium, or the power. that refused to give 
the guarantee? 

“Never at any time was there a sug- 
gestion that a French of an English 
soldier should enter Belgium, unless to 
prevent the abolition of her neutrality, 
which had been undertaken by Ger- 
many. 

“All efforts to avoid war in 1914 
failed, because you cannot have peace 
without good will, and berause in Ger- 
many there was a will to war and not 
the will to peace. But lately the crown 
prince deplored the loss of life caused 
by this war. Yes, yes, it was because 
we knew what the sufferings of war 
must be and how terrible a war in Eu- 
rope would be that we tried to avoid 
it in 1914. 

Germany’s Impossible Conditions. 

“We were asked by Germany to re- 
main neutral on certain conditions. We 
were asked to condone violations of 
the neutrality of Belgium and to give 
Germany a free hand to teke whatever 
French colonies she liked. That was 
the plan—not only to isolate us, but 
to ‘discredit us.

Berlin Admits Withdrawal 
of Germans Near Chaulnes. 
Fighting Continues on the 
Russian Front Without 
Important Changes. 


New York, October 23.—(By Associ- 
ated Press European Cable )—dAside 
from the operations in Dobrudja, an- 
other British smash at the German line 
in the Somme region of France, which 
netted them more than a thousand 
yards of trenches east of Gueudecourt 
and Les Boeufs and carried their front 
a step nearer the Bapaume-Peronne 
road, is the most notabic incident of the 
fighting on any of the fronts’ A gain, 
described: by Paris as “appreciable,” 
also is recorded for the French north- 
east of Morval, which lies just to the 
south of the region where the British 
and Germans were in contact. 

Berlin, touching upon the fighting 
against the British and French Sun- 
day between Le Sars and Rancourt,

Constanza to. Bucharest. Near the cen- 
ter of their front, which extends across 
Dobrudja from the eea to the Danwbe, 
the invaders have cut the railroad near 
Murfatlar and pushed their troops “far 
beyond” the railway line, according to 
Berlin. 

Before the rapid advance of the Ger- 
mans, Bulgarians and Turks—ra@pid de- 
spite heavy rains and soggy ground— 
the Russians and Rumanians are in re- 
treat along the entire front, but ac- 
cording to Petrograd are offering stub- 
born resistance.

partment of labor sometime ago, has 
been brought to the attention of the 
department again by the recent move- 
ment of 300 negroes from Florida to 
eastern cities.

St. Loujg, October 23.—Employers of 
the United States should give more 
consideration to the problem of the 
unemployable, the Rev. Ernest M. 
Stires, of New York, sald in an address 
in the social service forum of the 
Protestant Episcopal general conven- 
tion here today. Rev. Mr. Stires dis- 
tinguished between the unemployed, 
“those able to work and unable to ob- 
tain employment,” and the “unemploy- 


ble, those who would work, but are 
incapacitated by physical or mental 


infirmities.” 

| He urged that Christians throughout 
' the country follow the !ead of the Mor- 
'gan Memorial of Boston, and the good 


will industries, of Brooklyn, in savin 
the eelf-respect of the unemployabl 
by giving them three or four hours’ 
work daily, such as they can do despite 
their infirmities, 

“There are in New York toglay one 
hundred thousand unemployable men— 
.men unfitted for the pattle of life,” 
he said. “It is essential that we, for 
the Christian church, attempt to help 
solve thelr problems and save them 
from beggary and attendant evils.”

the objections of several members. 

Re-election of George Gordon King, 
of Newport, R. I. as treasurer of the 
board of missions and the election of 
the members by the house of bishops 
also was confirmed in the lower house. 

A step looking toward: the eventual 
change of the name of the church “to 
make it more nearly in accord with its 
apostolic origin’ was proposed in a res- 
olution offered in the house of depu- 
tiles by the Rev. Martin Aigner. of 
Franklin, Pa. This resolution. which 
was referred to the committee on 
prayer books, would  snbstitute’ the 
words “of the Holy Catholic Church” on 
the title page of the prayer book for 
the words “of the church.” However, 
leaders of the convention asserted that 
since the church is named in its con- 
stitution “the Protestant Fpiscopal 
Church of the United States of Ameri- 
ca,” the proposed substitution can have 
no effect on the church title.

Jews who have accepted Jesus Christ 
as the Messiah and have become com- 
municants of the Protestant Episcopal 
church may retain, if they desire, the 
Jewish national and racial customs 
and feasts, according to a ruling of 
the house of deputies. 

it was asserted that there are in 
the Wnited States hundreds of Jews 
who have accepted Christ and yet have 
hesitated to affiliate with Christian 
denominations because they do not care 
to abandon their racial customs. 

Efforts to have women permitted to 
sit as delegates in the house of depu- 
ties of the general conference were 
abandoned today when on the heel's 
of a rejection at the hands of the 
house of bishops, a lowe? house com- 
mittee reported the proposal ad- 
versely. 

The house of deputies refused by 
diocesan vote to adopt the recom- 
mendation of a special committee pro- 
posing the present system of equal 
diocesan representation in the house 
of deputies to be changed to one of 
proportionate representation. 

The lower house refused to concur 
with the house of bishops in its action 
giving a seat and vote in the upper 
house to suffragan bishops. Concur- 
rent action is necessary. At present 
suffragans have a seat, but no vote: 
However, the lower house adopted a 
resolution providing for a constitu- 
tional amendment allowing suffragans 
to substitute-in the event of the death’ 
or disability of the bishops. 

The house of bishops today rejected 
a proposal to open their sessions, which 
‘have been held behind closed doors 
isince the first triennial convention in 
1789.

Democrats are now confidently claiming 
states in the west that no one believed two 
months ago they had a chance of carrying. 
Ohio,. for instance, claimed in August for 
Hughes by something over 100,000 majority, 
has not only become an exceedingly doubtful 
state, but many democrats in that state now 
believe that it will give Wilson a landslide 
majority.

KEEPING DRY TERRITORY WET. 


With the same degree of forlorn deter- 
mination that actuates the disappointed 
prospector in his last feverish quest of an 
Eldorado, the desperate liquor interests of 
the nation, goaded by the specter of their 
finish in the offing, are panning over and 
over the “dry” districts, hoping almost 
against hope to find some hitherto over- 
looked and hidden “pocket” of evidence to 
show that prohibition is a failure. 

Coming to the little town of Rockland, 
Me., with a population of 8,184, the “Na- 
tional Model License League” throws its 
hat in the air, with a “Whoop-ee!” and 
shouts out its exuberant “Eureka!” 

For in Rockland, in the “dry” state of 
Maine, of all arrests during 1915, 90 per cent 
were for drunkenness! 

From which the “Model License League” 
concludes: 


“If such a record had been made by 
any license city in any license state the 
prohibitionists would be loudly demand- 
ing prohibition as the cure for the evil 
condition; but as Rockland is a prohibi- 
tion town in a state that has had prohi- 
bition for over, sixty years it is highly 
probable that the prohibitionists will try 
to forget Rockland.” 


So the little town of Rockland, “some- 
where in Maine,” is shown to be the wettest 
spot in America—barring Port Said, per- 
haps, in the world—and, therefore, prohibi- 
tion is a failure! 

Comforting, of course, to the “wets,” this 
fact must be; and it would be beautifully 
convincing, if the people of Rockland were 
in position to enforce their own faws re- 
specting, and to prohibit, the traffic in 
strong drink. 

But, as in every other prohibition dis- 
trict, they are not. 

The trouble is that, through federal nul- 
lification the little town of Rockland and 
the great state of Maine cannot enforce 
their own liquor laws because, while they 
say to the bottle “We don’t want you here! 
Keep away! You shan’t come in!’’—Uncle 
Sam, bigger and mightier, says, “Oh, yes, 
you can!” 

So shipments of liquor from without the 
state keeps Maine and Rockland “wet.” 
And they might just as well recognize the 
fact, and accept it as such, that they can- 
not apply their prohibition laws to the full- 
est good to the community so long as the 
federal government is flooding the prohibi- 
tion territory with the stuff upon which the 
state has placed a ban. 

The whole cold truth is that there is no 
“dry” territory in the United States, and 
cannot be until the federal laws are made 
such that the will of the people can be in- 
voked. 

It is a remarkable fact that, during the 
first month after the prohibition law be- 
came effective in Georgia last May 1, the 
shipments of liquor to individuals in Atlanta 
from the outside totaled only around 7,000; 
and the police arrests for drunkenness and 
offenses in the committing of which liquor 
played a part, fell off to almost nothing. 
But as soon as the liquor-using element of 
our population—for the most part by far, 
colored—ascertained the ease with which 
the inhibited stuff could be procured 
through the medium of the mails, the rail- 
roads and the express companies, under 
Uncle Sam’s sanction, these shipments in- 
creased from 7,000 during May to approxi- 
mately 30,000 during September! 

And still more argumentative for prohi- 
bition, and equally remarkable is the fact— 
likewise taken from the records—that po- 
lice arrests during that period have in- 
creased in exact ratio with the increase of 
liquor package importations! 

Proving prohibition a failure? Not at 

Nothing could be further from the fact. 
But it does prove the utter fallacy of the 
present federal policy of nullification of state 
law by permitting liquor sellers on the out- 
side use of the mails through which to flood 
prohibition territory with alluring*liquor ad- 
vertisements, circulars and seductive liter- 
ature, and making it the simplest thing pos- 


all. 


; sible for addicts and boot-leggers to bring 


booze into territory where the people have 
said it shall not come. 

Corrective and reformatory federal legis- 
lation is needed along this line worse than 
along any other now of public interest.

Credit Unions Especially 
Adapted to Needs of 
Rural Communities 


Massachusetts Credit Union, 78 Devonshire 
Street, Boston, Maes., October 19, 1916. 
Editor Constitution: The influence of your 

paper is well known among the people of 
Massachusetts, and I am writing you to inter- 
est you, if possible, in a movement which 
cannot fail to be of the greatest advantage 
to the people of your state—more especially 
to the rural districts than to others. How- 
ever it has proved to be of the greatest as- 
sistance to persons in all walks of life in Eu- 
ropean countries as well as in Canada, and it 
has been established already in some of the 
states of our union. 

In spite of its conservatism, Massachusetts 
was the pioneer state of the United States to 
introduce the system which has had a “try- 
out” here long enough to prove that it is des- 
tined eventually to be one of the greatest 
banking systems. New York has “followed 
suit” with results accomplished to back up 
the experience of Massachusetts. 

In these two states, however, the unions 
have, as a rule, been urban (or at best suburb- 
an), and have hardly touched the rural dis- 
tricts. In North Carolina the system has been 
inauagurated among the farmers under the 
fostering hand of Mr. William R. Camp, su- 
perintendent divisions of markets, Raleigh, 
and he is extremely enthusiastic regarding 
as to what has already been done and what 
is to be done in the future. 

I understand that there is a great move- 
ment under way, in your state, under the 
auspices of the “National Forward to the 
Land League,” to plant colonies in your state, 
to give people (who desire to become agri- 
culturists, but have not been able under ex- 
isting conditions) an opportunity to become 
successful farmers. If this plan is carried 
out, it will become almost absolutely neces- 
sary to devise a system of “Rural Credits.” 
The national system which has. just been 
adopted by congress (see senate document 
No. 600), which provides for long-term cred- 
its and larger credits, but does not give the 
necessary facilities for short-term credits 
based largely on the security of personal 
character. The two systems would not con- 
flict in the least, could work together in har- 
mony, and Georgia should enroll herself 
among the states which have already entered 
into this great movement, along with Mas- 
sachusetts, New York, North Carolina, Tex- 
as, California, Wisconsin and others of our 
own country. 

I have a brother, Charles W. Stanton, who 
is at present located at Smyrna, Ga., and 
who has recently become interested in the 
colonization scheme mentioned above. He 
also has considerable knowledge of the cred- 
it union system, and I understand that Smyr- 
na is not very far from Atlanta. If the laws 
of Georgia do not prohibit organization of 
unions, as they exist at present, it is very 
possible he will undertake the formation of 
urban credit unions.

Map Control by Geological 
Survey. 


Bulletin 644, part N, just issued by the 
United States geological survey, department 
of the interior, gives descriptions, latitudes 
and longtitudes of 33 points located by tri- 
angulation and 240 points located by pri; 
mary traverse in the states of New York, 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania in 1913 to 
1915, inclusive. These accurately located 
points constitute the foundation or horizon- 
tal control upon which the topographic 
maps made by the geological survey are 


based. They may also be used by local en- 
gineers as tie points for land surveys. 

The edition of these bulletins is small, 
but a copy will be sent post free to anyone 
specially interested in guch data. Requests 
for them should be addressed to the director 
of the survey at Washington, D 


“Mannheim, the great commercial city of 
the Upper Rhine valley which French avia- 
tors are reported to have raided recently, is 
famous as the ‘chess-board municipality of 
Germany’ because of the precision with 
which it is laid out in 136 squares of equal 
size,” says a war geography bulletin which 
the National Geographic society issues from 
Washington. 

“With a population of 200,000 of its own 
and 90,000 in the town of Ludwigshafen just 
across the river, Mannheim is not only the 
chief emporium for all south Germany, han- 
dling vast quantities of coal, petroleum, 
cereals, tobacco, sugar, coffee and timber, 
but it is also a great manufacturing center 
with chemical works, electric machinery 
plants, iron foundries and automobile fac- 
tories. At the head of important naviga- 
tion of the Rhine, it is not only the leading 
city of the upper river, but is surpassed by 
Cologne alone on the lower Rhine. 

“The rapid growth of the shipping in- 
terests of the city necessitated a vast ex- 
pansion of the harbor during the last quarter 
of a century. The new docks, quays and 
warehouses, constructed at the mouth of the 
Neckar, which enters the Rhine at this point, 
cover nearly 250 acres. 


The Grand Ducal Palace. 

“The most striking building in Mann- 
heim is the famous grand ducal palace, the 
largest of its kind in the German empire. 
Besides the apartments of the Grand Duke 


of Baden, into whose possession the city 
passed in 1802, the palace contains several 
interesting art collections. The original 
building was erected during the first quar- 
ter of the eighteenth century, was consid- 
erably enlarged a quarter of a century later, 
and the left wing restored following its de- 
struction by the bombardment of 1795 when 
the Austrians captured the town after it had 
been held by the French for a year. The 
building covers two and a half times as 
many acres as the national capitol at Wash- 
ington, while the extensive palace gardens 
give to the city a park and _ recreation 
ground of great beauty. The promenade 
surrounding the town follows the line of 
the old fortifications which were razed 
when the Grand Duke of Baden came into 
possession. 

‘While Mannheim only dates from 1609, 
when it was founded <{ the Elector Pala- 
tinate Frederick IV. and chiefly pecetes by 
Protestant refugees from Holland, it occu- 

ies the site of a village owned by the Abbey 
T orech in the eighth century, and only a 

ort distance to the south stood the old 
Netie of ‘'Eicholzheim. Here Baldasarre 
Cossa, one of three churchmen who claimed 
to be pope at the same time, was impris- 
oned for three years, following his sensa- 
tional trial by the council at Constance, dur- 
ing which, among other crimes, he was 
charged (but not proved guilty) of having 
poisoned his predecessor Alexander V. Cossa 
exercised pontifical power under the title of 
John XXIII. from 1410 to 1415. After he 
bought his way out of prison he was ap- 
pointed a cardinal bishop by Martin V. but 
died soon after in 1419. 

“During the thirty years’ war, the strug- 
gling town of Mannheim suffered greatly, 
owing to the strength and strategic impor- 
tance of the castle which had been erected 
by Frederick IV., and which was coveted by 
all contenders. 


Building of the Ducal Palace. 
‘The future of Mannheim was assured in 
1720, when Electo? Charles Philip trans- 
ferred his residence from Heidelberg, 10 miles 


to the east, to the ducal palace which he 
began to build in that year. The setback 
which resulted from the transference of the 
court to Munich in 1778 was only temporary. 

‘*Mannheim’s ‘Hof-Theater,’ which was be- 
gun in the same year that our Declaration 
of Independence was signed, is famous as 
the playhouse in which Schiller’s first 
works—‘Robbers,’ ‘Fiesco’ and ‘Cabal and 
Love’—were performed in association with 
Iffland, the noted Mannheim actor and poet. 

“A tragedy which occurred in Mannheim 
in 1819 resulted in placing the universities 
in Germany under strict government super- 
vision. This was the assassination of the 
noted dramatist, Kotzebue, by Kari Ludwig 
Sand, a theological student and liberty en- 
thusiast. Kotzebue, who had written 200 
plays, many of which had enjoyed unprece- 
dented success throughout Europe, had set- 
tled in Mannheim‘ after he had been forced 
by his unpopularity to leave his native city 
of Weimar upon his return from St. Peters- 
burg in the capacity of a secret agent of the 
Russian government. 

“Mannheim is 164 imiles by rail southeast 
of Cologne, 39 miles north of Karlsruhe, 55 
miles south of Frankfort, and 1209 miles 
northeast of the fortified French city 
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TIDAL WAVE FOR WILSON 
IS SWEEPING QVER WEST 


Senator Hoke Smith Says Re- 
election of President Is 
Almost Certain. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 
Washington, October 23.—(Special.)— 
“Wilson will win,” is the cheering news 
brought back today by Senator Hoke 


Smith from a campaign speech-making | 


tour through the middle west in sSup- 
port of the democratic administration. 

Senator Smith passed through here 
today and left tonight for Atlanta. He 
indicated that he was elated over the 
strong current of support that has set 
in toward Wilson and Marshall in the 
heretofore doubtful states of the mid- 
die west. Ohio and Wisconsin, with a 
combined electoral vote almost equal to 
that of New York, will undoubtedly go 
democratic, he said. If the tremendous 


democratic tide which is sweeping 
over Missouri, Illinois and Ohio keeps 
on, and there is no reason to believe it 
will not, he says Wilson is practically 
sure of re-election. 


Senator Smith says he has yet to find 
& woman voter who was not for Wilson. 
Even those whose husbands were stand- 
pat republicans said they wvuld sup- 
port the president on his neace policy. 


“The thing that has helped more than 
anything else to create the recent wave 
of sentiment,” continued Senator Smith, 
“was Hughes’ practical acquiescence in 
Roosevelt's statement that had he been 
President he would have taken action 
following the Lusitania incident that 
would inevitably have led the nation 
into war. If the opportunity is pre- 
sented he will probably act in the fu- 
ture as he would have done then. The 
people of the middle west ure over- 
whelmingly against this nation becom- 
ing embroiled in the European war if 
it can possibly be avoided and with the 
war probably only half over, they are 
fearful of sen@jng a man holding Mr. 
Hughes’ view@to the white house. 

“When et A during my speech if 
our unbounded prosperiiy has not been 
due to war conditions and not to the 
democratic administration,” continued 
Senator Smith, “I have answered that 
it is due to the fact thet Europe is at 
War and we are at peace with the 
world. The response to both these sug- 
gestions has been tremendous, I have 
hammered hume everywhere Wilson, 
peace and prosperity as opposed to 
Hughes, war and adversity. 

“My observations have been made in 
Illinois, Indiana, Missouri and Ohio, but 
T have talked with men not actively in 
politics from Wisconsin, Michigan, Min- 
nesota and Kansas. Both in the rural 
districts and in the cities in Missou- 
ri and Indiana Tf found men who had 
formerly voted the republican or pro- 
gressive tickets would this year vote 
for Wilson and Marshall electors and 
for most of the democratic state tick- 
ets. Even Kaneas is doubtful and Wil- 
gon clubs are springing up all over the 
state. Wisconsin and Ohio I count as 
practically certain.” 


ANALYSES OF FERTILIZER 
MADE AT SMALLER COST 


In the quarterly bulletin of the state 
department of agriculture in regard to 
commercial fertilizers, which has just 
been issued, Commissioner Price has 
compiled some interesting figures re- 
lating to the analysis and sale of fer- 
tilizers during the season just past. He 


shows that durirgr the year the state 
chemist handled %,745 samples of fer- 
tilizer. Of this number 4,754 analyses 
were made, including 4,055 special 
analyses. The records show, he suys, 
that the analyses this year were made 
at much less cost than usual. 

The commissioner also calls attention 
to the manufacture and distribution by 
the department of nitrogen bacteria 
for leguminous plants, which he says 
has saved the farmers’ thousands of 
dollars in fertilizer costs. These bac- 
teria are furnished by the department 
at cost price, amounting to 25 cents per 
acre for seed inoculated. 

The sale of fertilizer and cotton seed 
meal tags by the department indicates 
the consumption of those products for 
the last four years in tons as follows: 

Fertilizer—Season 1916 (to Septem- 
ber 1), 668,667; 1915, 738,962; 1914, 1,292,- 
568; 1913, 1,120,693. 

Cotton Seed Meal—Season 1916 (to 
September 1), 69.002; 1915, 134,017; 1914, 
185,846; 1913, 122,975.

‘Report on Physical Valuation 
Made by the Govern- 
ment Examiners. 


' Washington, October 23.—The first 
official report of the physical valuation 
of interstate railroads were made pub- 
lic today when figures were announced 
for the Texas Midland and Atlanta, 
Birmingham and Atlantic railroads. 

The report on the Midland says the 
capitalization is $2,112,000, the total 
book investment in road equipment $3,- 
474,491 and the cost of reproduction $3,- 
382,004. Depreciation is fixed at $854,- 
587. 

The Atlanta road’s capitalization is 
$35,000.000, but the report says that the 
cost of reproduction would be $22,716,- 
886 and that with leases to and from 
other lines the present value of the 
total common carrier property is $24.- 
154,998. The road’s property is mainly 
in Georgia, more than $12,000,000 of it, 
but almost $7,000,000 of it is in Ala- 
bama and the balance is not geo- 
graphically located in the report.

AGROSS ST. MARY'S RIVER 


Bridge Will Connect Georgia 
and Florida Ends of the 
Dixie Highway. 


The contract has been let to the firm 
of Mizell & Chadwick, of Jacksonville, 
to construct the 60-foot steel span 
across the St. Mary’s river rear Folk- 
ston, Charlton county, at the boundary 
line between Georgia and Florida, and 
the state connecting point on the Dixie 
highway. 

This division of the Dixie highway 
is known as the central route, “more 
smiles and less miles.” The construc- 
tion of the Folkston bridge will make 
it a ferryless route from Atlanta to 
Savannah and will shorten the time 
record from Atlanta to the Florida 
metropolis. 

The bridge will cost $3,494. It will 
have a 9%5-foot wooden approach on 
each side and will accommodate any 
volume of traffic the popular highway 
may serve it, 

News of this project was brought to 
the city by Dr. Dallas Williams, of 
Charlton, secretary of the Charlton 
County Chamber of Commerce and pro- 
moter of the Chariton county prize- 
winning exhibit at the Southénatern 
fair.’ 1t was one of the most interest- 
ing exhibits at the exposition, and be- 
sides winning many first prizes, at- 
tracted widespread attention. 

The resources of Dr. Williams’ county 
in the production of tropical fruit and 
farm products were liberally exploited 
in the exhibit which Dr. Williams 
financed and brought to Atlanta on his 
own responsibility.

OVER NINETEEN CENTS 


Many Dealers Predict Staple 
Will Sell at 25 Cents Be- 
fore Many Weeks. 


Reaching the highest price yet since 
1874, with the exception of the one-day 
“squeeze” in August delivery in 1910, 
when the Atlanta spot cotton market 
registered 19.75, the staple in Atlanta 
opened with a steady rise Monday and 
continued its advance until the 19.05 
mark had been reached. 

The rise in the spot market followed 
Sreat gains which were made and new 
records which were established in the 
New York and New Orleans future de- 
livery quotations. The rise here Mon- 
day in dollars and cents is $2.75 over 
the closing of the market Saturday 
night.

In spite 
of his 70 years he is still actively in- 
terested in the great game with which 
he has been connected continuously for 
nearly forty annums. 

‘Mr. Bancroft is known as the “Barn- 
storming King,” and in his long career 


he has probably led more post-season! 
tours than all other baseball men com- |! 
' Sweeney 


bined. In Cuba they know him as the 
Father of Baseball. It was in 1879 that 
he led a baseball club to the Pearl of 
the Antilles and gave the Cubans their 
first sight of the diamond pastime. 
Baseball didn’t “take” at once, and the 
masses of the islanders remained firm 
in their devotion to the bull ring and 
the cockpit, but the leaven had been 
set working and subsequent tours con- 
ducted by Mr. Bancroft and _ others 
transformed the Cubans into ardent 
fans. Mr. Bancroft also introduced big 
league ball to the Hawaiians. A vear 
ago he pulled off an all-star tour of 
American and National league clubs, 
playing in Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa, 
Nebraska, Colorado, Wyoming, Utah, 
Idaho, Montana, Washington, Oregon 
and California. 

Mr. Bancroft firmly believes that

PLAYERS’ FRATERNITY 


|W VIGOROUS PROTEST 


Over Report That Players May 
Be Fined for Playing Ex- 
hibition Games. 


New York, October 23.—Reports from 
American league headquarters that the 
members of the Boston Real Sox, 


world’s champios and other Ameri- 
can league players may be fined for 
playing games after the close of the 
regular season, has evoked a vigorous 
protest from the Basebail Players fra- 
ternity. 

President David L. Fultz stated here 
today that, the fraternity cannot rec- 
ognize the right of organized baseball 
to fine its members for such alleged 
offense, and further pointed out that 
players were acting well within their 
legal rights in taking part in such 
games. 

“The fraternity cannot recognize the 
right of organized baseball to fine 
players for taking part in games after 
the season is over and after their con- 
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tracts have expired,” said’ President 
Fultz. 

“The relation of player to magnate 
is purely contractural, and gives no 
basis for the principle of paternalism 
which the magnates now attempt to in- 
ject into it. In addition, representa- 
tives of organized baseball have for 
years conducted post-season trips in 
which they shared the receipts, and it - 
is difficult for the players to see the 
distinction between these trips and the 
ones the magnates now seek to abol- 


ish, 

“If the national thinks

He lost to Eddie McGoorty in 
1912 The following year he fought a 
draw with Jack Dillon, but in July he 
met the Hoosier in Indianapolis and 
was knocked out for the first time in 
his career. McKinnon also fought Mike 
Gibbons in 1914, and went the 10-round 
route with the St. Paul hero. 


DYNAMITE EXPLOSION 
WRECKS LOGGING CAMP 


Perry, Fla., October 23.—Fire at Blue 
Creek logging camp, fourteen miles 
from here, late last night exploded six 
hundred pounds of dynamite stored in 
one of the commissary buildings and 
wrecked the buildings for six hundred 
feet in all directions.

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BANKER COPELAND TRIED 
AS THE SLAYER OF BLACK 


Slain Man Anti-Catholic Lec- 
turer—Eight Jurors Have 
Been Chosen. 


Galveston, Texas, October 23.—Eight 
of the jurors who will try John Cope- 
land, a Marshall, Texas, banker, for the 
killing of William Black, an _  anti- 
Catholic lecturer, in Marshall on Feb- 
ruary 3, 1915, were secured in the dis- 
trict court here today. It is expected 
that the jury will be completed by noon 
tomorrow. 

Self-defense will be one of the pleas 
made in Copeland’s behalf, it was indi- 
cated at today’s session, which opened 
the trial. James G. Stubbs, leading 


counsél for Copeland, objecting to a 
question put to a prospective paren 
made the assertion that he would intro- 
duce self-defense as part of his client's 
case. 

“But, of course, this is not all our 
case,” he added. 

Six of the jurors selected today were 
Protestants and two were Jews. Cope- 
land, a member of the Catholic church, 
an alert-looking business man, sat di- 
rectly behind his attorneys, but took 
no part in selecting the jury. 

George Tier and George Ryan, who 
were indicted on the same charge as 
Copeland, are expected to be placed on 
trial when the case against Copeland 
is disposed of. The cases were’ trans- 
ferred to this city on a change of 
venue. 

The killing of William Black, whose 
home was formerly at Bellaire, Ohio, 
created much excitement when it took 
Place at Marshall a year ago last Feb- 
ruary. 

Black, with Clarence F. Hall and a 
17-year-old girl, Sadie Black, whom 
he had just adopted in Pulaski county, 
Ark., went to Marshall to deliver a se- 
ries of lectures entitled “Romanism, a 
Menace to Civilization.” 

On the first night Black directed his 
talk against the confessional. He had 
advertised further to deliver an ad- 
dress against what he alleged to be 
an oath of the Knights of Columbus. 
In the late afternoon of the second 
day, February 3, four men, Copeland, 
George Tier, George Ryan and John 
Rogers, all said to be members of the 
Knights of Columbus, ent to his 
room to ask him not to Speak again. 
A scuffle ensued in which Black and 
Rogers were killeg and Copeland dan- 
gerously wounded. 

Testimony at the examining trials 
showed that both Black and Hall were 
armed when the visit took place. Hall 
appeared before the gran jury, but 
was never indicted. The cases against 
Copeland, Ryan and Tier were brought 
here on a change of venue. 


SEVENTEEN LIVES LOST 
WHEN SHIP GOES DOWN

New Orleans, La, 
Seventeen members 
of the steamer L. Edward Hines, 
including Captain PB. M. Mc- 
Keige, Jr., of New York, were drowned 
when the steamer was sunk in the Car- 
ibbean gea, 45 miles east of Belize, 
British Honduras, in the tropical hur- 
ricane on October 15, according to a 


wireless message received here today 
from its Belize agents by the Otis 
Manufacturing company, which had the 
steamer under charter. Only three 
members of the crew were saved, the 
message stated. 

The L. Edward Hines satled from 
New Orleans October 7, with a cargo of 
lumber for Cristobal and had not been 
heard from since October 12, when the 
United Fruit steamer Abangarez sight- 
ed her about 150 miles south of Corn 
Island. The steamer was owned by the 
Hines Steamship company, of Wil- 
mington, Del., and until recently had 
been in service on the Great Lakes. 

The brief message from Belize to 
the charter holders here stated that 
A. L. Bahistrom, chief engineer of the 
Hines, and two members of the crew 
were rescued from a small raft by a 
vessel some distance off Belize, arriv- 
ing there this morning, and that these 
three were the only survivors of those 
aboard the Hines.

CARRANZA VANGUARD 


Forces Under General. Ozuna 
Were Trapped in Rocky 
Defile. 


El Paso, Texas, October 23.—Francis- 
co Villa led the Carranza vanguard, 
under General Ozuna, intosan ambush 
between Santa Ysabel and San Andres, 
on the western division of the Mexico 
Northwestern railroad Friday, a report 


‘received by one of the federal depart- 


ment’s agents here today stated. 

According to this report, which was 
obtained by secret service agents for 
the federal department, Villa retreated 
from a position outside of San Andres, 
forty miles on the roalroad west of 
Chihuahua City toward San Andres. 
This led the Carranza vanguard into 
the trap. The bandits, who were hid- 
den in the rocky defiles along the rail- 
road, poured a heavy fire into the Car- 
ranza troops. 

The same source claims to have con- 
firmation of the report that the Car- 
ranza troops then retreated to Santa 
Ysabel, then to Palomas and are now 
reported to be in Fresno, the first sta- 


tion west of Chihuahua City. 


Carranza officials here admit there 
has been heavy fighting between San- 
ta Ysabel and Chihuahua City, but 
General Gonzales, in Juarez, insists that 


‘he has received no details. 


General Jacinto Trevino sent an of- 
ficial denial today to General Francisco 
Gonzales in Juarez that General Ozuna 
had been killed during the fighting 
with the Villa forces. General Tre- 
vino’s message stated that General 
Ozuna was alive and in good health. 

Villa spent several days on the San- 
ta Ana ranch, near Namiquipa, one of 
the Hearst properties, before he and his 
band suddenly left a week ago, accord- 
ing to a letter received here today 
from the manager of the ranch. They 
were there, the manager said, hunting 
for caches of ammunition which they 
seemed unable to find. They slaugh- 
tered six hundred beeves and turned 
their horses loose to feed in the corn 
fields while at the Hearst property. All 
available horses were. also seized. Villa’s 
men were only partially armed. 

A scouting force of the Fifth United 
States cavalry from the Pershing ex- 
pedition was at Las Cruces, about 25 
miles distant, while Villa was at San- 
ta Ana, the letter said. . 

Villa was fighting on his own prop- 
erty Sunday, it is learned here. His 
ranch at Fresno was acquired by pur- 
chase from a German.
